Had she wind been blowing, as it was
an bour later, it is sald nothing could
bave saved the lower part of the town
from destruction.
The origin of the fire is extremely
mysterious. The door waas locked, and
every precaution against such a conting
ency had been adopted by the Uaptain.
At one side of the barn is a small, slid-
ing window. It would have been an
easy matier for one so disposed 1o have
dropped a mateh through this opening
iowo the mass of hay below. Capl. Toms
can find no explanation as to she origiu
of the fire, and hss published a4 reward
of #2300 for the arrestand conviction
for arson of the person or persons guil-
1y of the act. °
